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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 3/2/2009 has been entered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a coated oriented film comprising a 
film consisting of syndiotactic polystyrene and an adhesion-improving layer, said adhesion- 
improving layer comprises one or more of the recited resins (A)-(H), wherein: (1) the adherent 
layer further comprises the recited polystyrene sulfonate salt as a major component (claim 5); (2) 
a slip layer consisting of the recited 4 components is present on the adhesion-improving layer 
(claim 7). YAMASAKI ET AL and ARAI ET AL '839 and DAVIS and EP 444206 and JP 5- 
200858 and JP 2002-012837 and EP 772082 and JP 08-165367 fails to disclose an adhesion 
coating containing the recited major proportion of polystyrene sulfonate salt or the recited slip 
layer; JP 07-001644 and JP 08-143727 fail to disclose adhesion-promoting coatings containing a 
polystyrene sulfonate salt or a component containing a sulfonate group. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
